The Yerger-Crane Homicide Case—A Writ of
liabeas Corpos Applicd For.

Wasmngron, July 14, —Chlef Justice Chase
took his seat in the Chamberal precisely 11
o'elock, to hear the application of Yorger forn
habens corpus.  Mr. Phillips, of Mobile, pro-
ceodod to read the application, as well as a copy
of the charges upon which w military commis
slon s vow trying Yerger In Vicksburg, Miss.
Mr. Phillips eited the law glving power to the
Justices of the SBupreme Court to hear anpplica-
tions fand grant writs of habeas corpus; the
only limitation on such power being that the
party applyiog must have been arrested under
authority or color of anthority of the Unlted
States. Mrv, Phillips argued that any S8upremo
Judge could exeaclse this power, without re-
gard to particular distriets, there being no re-
gtriction in the statnte Jwmiting the power con-
ferred.  Any Judge of the Snpreme Court could
net In the case.

In the cage of Morriman the appliestion was
made to Chief Justice Taney, who decided not
to hent the case In Washington, bul to hear it
in Baltimore, in order not to take General Cad-
wallader, who held the prisoner, away from his
military command. Judge Taney seoms to huve
not doubted his jurlediction. Mr. Phillips also
cited a ense before Judge Wayne, who exercised
jurisdiction,

The merits of the cnse were then elaborately
arguned—counsel contending that not only the
interests of the citizen, but also of the Consti-
tution Iteelf, were involved, the strength of our
Constitution and the righte of British sabjects
under the Magna Charta were stated at length,
the absolute right of trisl by jury and the
writ of habeas corpus were embraced In all the
8tate Constitutions. The existence of these
righta no one questioned, nnd the petitioner only
claimed their benefit. Mr, Phillips proceeded
to Inquire into powers of Congress in passing
the reconstruction ncts; he quoted 8 Cranch, 861,
to show that Congress is limited in its power,
even in legislating for the Distriet of Columbin,
He next considered powers of Congress in legis-
Inting for the severnl Territorics, and then
passed on to a discussion of the legislative power
of Congress over the Bouthern States, citing a
large number of authorities.

The court-room is crowded with an attentive
auditory. Attorney-General Hoar is present, and
will follow Mr. Phillips in opposition to the ap-
plieation of Yerger. Mr, Carlile will close the
disenssion.

A PROCLAMATION,

In pursnance of the provisions of the act of Con-
gress approved April 10, 1868, 1 hereby designate
Tuesday, the 30th day of November, 1589, as the time
for submitung the Constitution adopted on the 16th
day of May, 18858 by the convention which
met in Jackson, Miss, to the vetars of
sald State, registered al the date  orf
such  submwission, viz.:—Novemher 80, 1569,
and T subanit to @ separate vote that part of section
8 of article 7 of sald Constitution which is in the
following words:—“That I am not disfranchised in
any of the provisions of the act known as the Recon-
struction acts of the Thirty-ninth and Fertieth Con.
gresses, and that 1 admit the political and eivil
cquality of all mengso help me God.,” Provided,
that it Congress shall at any time remove the disa-
bilitles of auy person disfranchived in the sald Re-
consiruction acts of the gald Thirty-ninth and For-
tieth Congresses, aud the Legisiature of this State
shall concur therein, then 5o mach of this oath, and
0 much only, a8 refers to the sald Reconsiructlon
nets ghall not be required of such person o par-
doned to entitle him to be registered. And 1 farther
submit to u separpte vote section 6 of the same artl.
cle of sald Constitution, which is In the following
words :—eg

“No person shall be eligible to any offles of profit
or trust, civil or military, In this State, who a8 a
member of the Leglsiature voted for the call of the
convention that pagsediine ordinance of secession,
or who as a delegate to any convention voetd for or
saned any ordinance of secesglon, or who mave
voluntary aid, counsel, or encouragement to persons
engaged In armed hostllity to the United States, or
who gecepted or attempted to exercise the func-
tions of any oftice eivil,or military, under any autho-
rity, or pretended Government authority, power,
or Constitution within  the United States,
liostile or infmical thereto, exeept all persons who
alded reconstruction by votlng for this couvention,
or who have continuonsly sdvoeated the assembling
of this convention, and shall continuonsly and in
good faith advocate the acts of the same;” but the
Legislature may remove such disabllity, provided
that nothing In this section, except voting for or
Sgning the ordinance of secession, ahall be 80 con-
strued as to exclude from oflice, the private soldier
of the Iate so-eal'ad Confedorate States Army.
And 1 farther sulimiu fo & separate vote Section b of
Article IX of eald Constitution, wich & In the fol-
lowing words ;—*“The credit of the State shall not be
pledged or loaned ln all of any perion, association,
or corporation, nor shall this State herealter become
o stockbolder in any corpoiation or association,'

And I further submit to w separate vote part of the
oath of afMce preseribed in section 26 of artiele 12 of
the sald Constitution, which s in the following
worde:—*"That 1 have never, s o member of any
ronvention, voted for or urged any ordinance of se-
cession ; that I have never, &8 & member of any State
Legislature, voted for the call of any convention that
pasged any such ordinance,”

The above oath shall alsq be taken by all the clty
and county officers before entering tpon thelr du-
tles, and by all other State ofMcers not included in
the abiove provision.

I direct the vote to be taken apon each of the ahove
cited provisions alone, and upon the other portions
of the said Constitntion In the following manner,
vig, i—

s Bach voter favoring the ratification of the Consti-
tntlon excluding the provisions above gqnoted, as
adopted by the convention of May 15, 1868, shall ex-

ywress his jJudgment by voting For THE CONSTITUTION,
Ineh voter favoring the rejection of the Constitation
excluding the provigsions above guoted, shall express
hig judgment by voling AGAINST THE CONSTTTUTION,

Each voter will be allowed to voté a separate bal-
lot for or sgainst either or both of the provisions
above qaoted. 1t 18 nnderstood that sections 4, 5, 6,
7, 8, 8, 10, 11, 12, 15, 14, and 15 of artlcle 13, nnder the
nead of ordinances, are considered a8 forming part
of said Const tution.
